A Feoffment is the Giſt or Grant of Manors, 
Neſſuages, Lands, Tenements, &. and is the moſt 
antient Conveyance. The uſual Conveyance at 
Common Law was by Feoffment, to which Livery 
and Seiſin was neceſſary, the Poſſeſſion being there- 
by given to the Feoffee; but if there was a Tenant: 
in Poſſeſſion, ſo that Livery could not be made, 
then the Reverſion was granted, and the particular 
Tenant attorned. Aſtewards a Leaſe and Releaſe 
was held a good Conveyance ; but the Leſſee was 
to be in actual Poſſeſſion before the Releaſe, tho' 
this is helped bythe Statute, which unites the Uſe to 
the Poſſeſſion without actual Entry, &c. Stat. 278. 
There are 8 formal Parts in a Deed of Feoffment ; 
the Premiſſes, the Halendum, the Tenendum, the 
Reddendum, a Clauſe of Warranty, in Witneſs (com- 
prehending the Sealing) the Date, the Witneſſe s 
Names. The Office of the Premiſſes is to name the 
Feoffor and Feoffee, and to comprehend the Cer- 
tainty of the Lands; the Halendum is to Name a- 
ain the Feoffee, and to limit the Certainty of the 
ſtate ; the Tenendum, Cc. muſt be to the Chief 
Lord of the Fee; and as to the Clauſe of Warranty, 
it is good without it.

A Fine is a final Agreement or Conveyance, 
upon Record, for the — and aſſuring of

Conuſee. It is called a Feoffment of Record, and 
is of that Antiquity, that we read Fines were 
frequent before the Conqueſt. 2 Inſt. 511. 
| Fines are either ſingle or double; the ſingle Fine 
is that by which an Eſtate is granted by the Cogni- 
zor to the Cognizee, and nothing is thereby rendred 
back _ by the Cognizee. The double Fine is, 
that which contains a Grant or Render back again 
from the Cognizee to the Cogniſor, as of the Land 
itſelf, or ſome Rent, &c. out of it; many Times limit- 
ing Remainders to Strangers, &c.
